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Dr.  Young  Highlights  [PETITION 
Reforma  tion  Day  Program  BY  REGENTS 
ADRESSES 
TWO  AUDIENCES 


Dr.  William  L,  Young,  executive 
secretary  of  the  board  of  Christian 
Higher  Education  of  the  American 
Lutheran  Church,  highlighted 
the  celebration  of  the  Reforma¬ 
tion  Day  festival  here  last  week. 
The  speaker  addressed  the  group 
twice  during  the  day  because  the 
second  expected  speaker,  Dr.  Ger¬ 
hard  Lenski,  was  unable  to  be 
present. 

The  morning  address  was  pre¬ 
sented  in  connection  with  divine 
services  at  the  college  church  in 
Waverly.  The  speaker  demonstrat¬ 
ed  that  Christian  Higher  Educa¬ 
tion  is  closely  connected  with  the 
Reformation  before  going  on  to 
discuss  the  Reformation  and  what 
it  has  given  to  us.  Concerning 
Luther,  Dr.  Young  asked,  ‘‘Does 
man  cause  a  crisis  or  does  a  crisis 
cause  a  man?”  The  question  was 
answered  in  the  example  of  the 
Reformation  and  the  rise  of  Lu¬ 
ther.  “God  in  his  good  time  will 
raise  up  a  leader,”  said  the  speak¬ 
er.  The  contribution  of  the  great 
Reformer  was  examined  in  its 
fourfold  division:  the  Hymnal,  the 
Bible,  the  Catechism,  and  the 
Christian  College.  He  summed  up 
his  statements  by  praising  God  for 
His  wondrous  gift  of  a  man  like 
Luther. 

Dr.  Young's  afternoon  address 
was  presented  in  the  gymnasium 
and  had  as  its  theme,  “The 
changeless  Christ  for  a  changing 
civilization.”  The  speaker  divid¬ 
ed  his  thoughts  into  five  major 
groups  of  great  importance:  the 
healthy  life,  the  recreational  life, 
the  family  life,  the  spiritual,  and 
the  vocational  life.  Dr.  Young  as¬ 
serted  that  the  vast  number  of 
nervous  disorders  which  are  so 
widespread  today  are  the  results 
of  the  unhealthful  modern  life.  He 
showed  the  need  of  the  church  for 
men  who  will  consecrate  them¬ 
selves  to  Christ  and  stressed  the 
many  opportunities  for  service.  In 
the  recreational  life,  clean  athletics 
are  a  prerequisite  for  both  sexe: 
and  hobbies  should  be  utilized  tc 
a  greater  extent.  Christianity  i: 
dreadfully  important  to  the  fam¬ 
ily  life  for  how  else  can  children 
be  reared  in  the  admonition  of  the 
Lord.  The  tremendous  increase  in 
the  number-  of  divorces  was 
pointed  out  as  a  mark  of  demor¬ 
alization  which  threatens 
home  as  nothing  ever  has  before. 
Dr.  Young  quoted  Mark  Hopkins 
as  saying  that  “The  most  import¬ 
ant  thing  in  school  is  the  teacher 
you  sit  under.”  Concluding  his 
imformative  remarks,  the  speaker 
analyzed  the  purpose  of  a  school 
and  proved  conclusively  the  need 
for  Christian  Higher  Education.

Becker  Boosts 
Wartburg  In

President  C.  H.  Becker  spent  the 
past  weekend  in  Fort  Collins, 
Colorado,  where  he  preached  on 
Sunday  morning  in  the  American 
Lutheran  church,  and  where  he 
spoke  for  the  Greater  Wartburg 
Association  in  the  evening. 

At  the  evening  meeting  there 
were  about  100  members  present, 
all  of  whom  were  former  students 
of  Wartburg  College  or  institutions 
merged  with  Wartburg  or  other 
friends  of  the  institution.

Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones,  noted  lec¬ 
turer  and  world  famous  mission- 
to  India  and  South  America, 
addressed  a  capacity  attendance 
Wartburg  College  on  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  October  29. 

The  theme  of  his  address 
was  “Finding  faith  In  this 
world  of  doubt.”  After  ment¬ 
ioning  the  great  part  that  the 
Lutherans  play  in  the  India 
mission  fields,  he  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  former  will 
take  a  leading  part  in  the  re¬ 
construction  of  India  and  the 
rest  of  the  Orient, 

Dr.  Jones  explained  that  there 
are  three  great  choices  in  life  that 
must  be  made.  They  are  the  choic¬ 
es  of  a  life  work,  a  life  partner 
and  a  philosophy  of  life  or  faith. 
The  doubt  that  grew  in  the  world 
after  the  first  world  war  was 
clearly  explained.  It  was  shown 
that  our  reasoning  had  led  us  to 
the  point  where  we  hove  "analyz¬ 
ed  until  we  are  paralyzed."  Claim¬ 
ing  that  things  are  different  this 
time,  Dr.  Jones  maintained  that 
things  are  clearing  to  the  point 
where  man  recognizes  the  need  for 
faith  and  religion.  When  the 
speaker  had  succeeded  In  estab¬ 
lishing  the  fact  of  the  innateness 
of  a  life  urge,  he  made  the  signi¬ 
ficant  remark  that  "in  us  is  the 
cry  while  in  God  is  the  supply.” 

“The  Answer  to  all  tlie  problems 
of  the  world,"  asserted  Dr.  Jones, 
“Is  Christ  Jesus."  Continuing  his 
discussion  of  world  problems,  the 
speaker  pointed  out  that  there  is 
no  real  argument  between  science 
and  religion  for  both  are  true  and 
truth  is  one.  In  helping  the  world 
solve  its  problems,  two  things 
are  necessary:  techniques  of  scien¬ 
ce,  and  the  spirit  of  religion:  both 
of  which  can  succeed  together  if 
they  are  intelligently  combined  so 
that  they  will  augment  each  other. 

“The  universe,”  he  warned, 
"kicks  back  in  two  ways  when  we 
try  to  work  against  it."  One  of 
these  ways  is  in  results  and  the 
other  Is  to  be  found  in  consequen¬ 
ces;  the  world  usually  gaining  the 
latter. 

While  analyzing  ihe  modem 
person,  the  statement  was  made 
that  such  a  person  is  one  that  Is 
all  vogue  on  the  outside  and  all 
vague  inwardly.  Concluding  this 
talk,  Dr.  Jones  called  upon  all  to 
consecrate  themseves  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  the  Master.

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Christians  and  Race  Problem 

(The  following  was  published  in  the  Waterloo  Courier  in  the 
form  of  a  letter  in  “Thq  Public  Speaks”  column.  We  deem  it  worthy 
of  space  in  the  Trumpet  as  it  expresses  our  sentiments. — The  Editors) 

I  read  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  the  account  of  the  student 
strike  at  the  Froebel  high,  school  at  Gary.  Ind, 

In  settling  racial  problems,  I  think  that* the  voice  of  Jesus  Christ 
would  do  much  more  than  a  dozen  like  Frank  Sinatra’s.  If  the  Froebel 
high  school  officials  want  a  “voice”  with  authority,  I  would  heartily 
suggest  that  they  call  on  the  "voice”  who  has  ability  to  bring  about 
peaceful  relations  between  all  His  peoples  regardless  of  the  color  of 
the  skin.  I  think  I  could  give  the  students  of  the  school  more  in  a  few 
words,  “Love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself”  and  by  that  I  also,  mean  the 
Negro,  than  Frank  Sinatra  can  in  a  hundred  of  his  love  songs. 

If  we  are  ever  to  have  world  peace,  we  better  start  ridding  our¬ 
selves  of  racial  prejudices  here  at  home.  When  people  of  this  country 
become  so  selfish  and  so  blind  as  to  deny  equal  rights  to  a  fellow 
citizen  because  his  skin  is  a  different  color,  I  think  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  must  blush  with  shame.  Liberty  for  whom? — for  me  because 
I’m  Caucasian,  and  not  for  my  fellow  human  because  he  is  Negro? 
God  forbid. 

Doesn't  the  constitution  of  the  U.  S.  mean  anything  at  all  any¬ 
more?  I  have  always  had  the  impression  that  thei  constitution  has  an 
amendment  granting  citizenship  to  the  Negroes.  If  they  are  citizens, 
why  should  they  not  have  the  same  privileges  as  you  and  I,  especially 
so  if  they  are  wiling  to  use  these  privileges  for  the  betterment  of  their 
society?  Isn't  education  a  means  of  improvement? 

There  must  be  some  in  that  school  who  are  Christian  and  Chris¬ 
tian  enough  to  accept  the  Negro  as  a  fellow  man.  I  suggest  that  the 
poeple  of  this  country  and  especially  those  of  that  school  would  appeal 
to  the  Christian  nature  of  the  people  whom  we  have  to  deal  with  and 
those  who  are  dealing1  with  them.  If  some  of;  the  people  have  their 
doubts  about,  the  equality  of  Negroes  with  other  mankind  I  will  kind¬ 
ly  refer  them  to  Holy  Scriptures  and  have  them  read  the  2S-40th  ver¬ 
ses  of  the  eighth  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Acts. 

I  can  see  much  room  for  improvement  in  the  Negro  situation. 
The  Negroes  will  always  be  a  so-called  social  problem  if  we  don’t 
want  to  give  them  a  chance  to  better  their  society.  We  have  some  great 
and  good  people  in  this  country  and  I  propose  that  they  get  some  ac¬ 
tion  on  the  matter  and  that  right  soon.  What  we  need  in  this  country 
are  a  few  more  Lincolns  who  know  the  worth,  of  a  human  being  re¬ 
gardless  of  race,  creed  or  color  and  who  are  men  enough  to  do  some¬ 
thing  about  the  situation.

Japs  Welcome  Mission 

"On  October  28  Ihe  familiar 
voice  of  Walter  W.  Van  Kirk  was 
heard  broadcasting  from  Tokyo. 
The  Federal  Council  secretary  and 
his  three  colleagues  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Christian  mission  had  swiftly 
crossed  the  wide  reaches  of  the 
Pacific  by  plane  and  had  safely 
arrived  in  the  shattered  capital  of 
Japan.  Dr.  Van  Kirk  said  that  he 
could  not  trust  himself  to  describe 
the  devastation  they  had  seen,  but 
on  one  point  he  could  speak  clear¬ 
ly.  Every  Japanese  Christian  they 
had  met  received  them  warmly  as 
members  of  the  world-wide  ecu¬ 
menical  church  which  even  war 
cannot  divide.  Dr.  Van  Kirk  pic¬ 
tured  as  one  of  the  most  moving 
experiences  of  his  life  a  commun¬ 
ion  service  which  was  held  in 
Reinzaka  church  shortly  atfer  the 
mission  arrived.  Thirty  Japanese 
Christian  leaders  and  the  four 
Americans  met  to  partake  in  the 
Lord’s  Supper  together.”  A  num¬ 
ber  of  familiar  hymns  were  sung 
and  "appropriate  to  Reformation 
Sunday  and  to  the  occasion,  was 
Luther’s  ‘A  Mighty  Fortress  is  Oar 
God.”  Afterward  1  a  Japanese 
Christian  leader  said  this  historic 
reunion  was  ‘the  happiest  day  of 
my  life.'  The  American  mission 
was  cordially  received  by  Premier 
Shidehara  and  three  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Japanese  cabinet,  who 
expressed  themselves  as  friendly 
to  the  re-establishment  of  rela¬ 
tions  between  Japanese  Christian¬ 
ity  and  that  of  America.  They 
dined  with  General  MacArthur. 
The  General  impressed  them  with 
his  appreciation  of  the  need  for 
reconciliation  and  of  the  part  the 
churches  can  play  in  that  process.

Two  eminent  leaders  of  the 
American  Lutheran  Church,  Rev. 
Raymond  Vogeley,  director  of  par¬ 
ish  education,  and  Rev.  C.  T.

grams  the  past  two  weeks. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Vogeley  spoke 
on  “My  utmost  for  His  high¬ 
est."  He  showed  how  we  have 
the  alternative  of  calling  our  j 
soul  our  own,  or  calling  our 
soul  Christ’s. 

Life  is  constantly  demanding  a 
decision  from  us,  and  while  Gcd 
helps  us  choose  wisely,  He  does 
not  make  our  decisions  for  us.  We 
must  decide  to  give  ourselves  com¬ 
pletely  to  God,  and  He  will  give 
us  the  strength  to  accomplish  our 

"What  is  man?” — one  of  life's 
basic  questions,  was  the  subject 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lang¬ 
holz,  using  the  Scriptural  tejet  Ro¬ 
mans  31:38.  The  Christian  concept 
of  an  answer  to  this  question  is 
that  man  is  but  a  little  lower  than 
the  angels,  that  he  is  a  fallen  an¬ 
gel.  To  attain  the  heights  of  fel¬ 
lowship  with  God  we  must  first 
descend  to  the  depths  of  suffer¬ 
ing.  We  must  first  recognize  our 
condemnation  before  we  can  par¬ 
take  of  the  glory  of  salvation.

"The 
atomic  bomb  is  too  big  a  play¬ 
thing  for  us,”  said  Dr.  Hiltner; 
“man's  mind  has  outrun  his  mor¬ 
als.  Man  eats  of  the  tree  of  knowl¬ 
edge  before  he  eats  of  the  tree , 
of  life.  To  avoid  fatal  catastrophe 
man  must  come  to  the  gospel  of1 
the  tree  of  life.  Our  religion  must 
make  peacemakers  of  us.” 

"God  is  a  spirit,  and  they  that 
worship  Him  shall  worship  Him  in 
spirit  and  in  truth,”  was  the  theme 
of  devotions  led  by  Dr.  Martin 
Wiederaenders  on  November  5.
